1 . SUMMARY: IN ACCORDANCE WITH REFTELS (A) AND (B),U.S. 

DEL AND SOME OTHER GROUP B DELS CONTINUE TO ARGUE RESOLUTELY 
FOR EXACT DUPLICATION OF UN CHARTER ARTICLE 101, PARA 3. 

THIS CABLE CONTAINS ALTERNATIVE FORMULATIONS SUGGESTED BY 
VARIOUS GROUP B MEMBERS TO REPLACE SECOND HALF OF SECOND 
SENTENCE OF UN CHARTER LANGUAGE. DEPT. MAY WISH TO CON- 
SIDER WHETHER IT WISHES U.S. DEL TO CONTINUE TO MAINTAIN 
RESERVATION ON ANY AND ALL ALTERNATIVE FORMUNATIONS OR 
WHETHER IT WOULD PREFER TO MAKE FINAL ATTEMPT TO SETTLE THIS ISSUE AT 
IGC-V 

AND THUS REDUCE RISK OF CONSIDERATION AT PLENIPOTENTIARY 
MEETING END SUMMARY. 

2. UN CHARTER LANGUAGE IS AS FOLLOWS: QTE THE PARAMOUNT 
CONSIDERATION IN THE EMPLOYMENT OF THE STAFF AND IN THE 
DETERMINATION OF THE CONDITIONS OF SERVICE SHALL BE 
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THE NECESSITY OF SECURING THE HIGHEST STANDARDS OF 
EFFICIENCY, COMPETENCE, AND INTEGRITY. DUE REGARD SHALL 
BE PAID TO THE IMPORTANCE OF RECRUITING THE STAFF ON AS 
WIDE A GEOGRAPHICAL BASIS AS POSSIBLE. UNQTE. 

3. TEXT PROPOSED BY G-77 IS IDENTICAL UNTIL SECOND HALF 
OF SECOND SENTENCE. G-77 PROPOSES DELETION OF "ON AS 
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WIDE A GEORGRAPHICA BASIS AS POSSIBLE," AND PROPOSES 
SUBSTITUTION OF "BASED ON WIDE AND EQUITABLE GEORGRAPHICAL 
DISTRIBUTION. 

4. IN GROUP B POLL TAKEN MORNING APRIL 1, FOLLOWING GROUP 
DELEGATIONS STATED SLIGHT PREFERENCE FOR CHARTER LANGUAGE 
BUT WILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT G-77 PROPOSAL: JAPAN, U.K., AUSTRAL- 
IA, SWITZERLAND, AUSTRIA, AND IRELAND. THREE GROUP B 
MEMBERS EXPRESSED PREFERENCE FOR G-77 PROPOSAL: BELGIUM, 

SWEDEN, AND FINLAND. 

5. JAPANESE DELEGATE WHO IS MEMBER OF ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON 
ADMINISTRATIVE AND BUDGETARY QUESTIONS (ACABQ) (YASUSHI 
AKASHI) EXPLAINED JAPANESE WILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT DEVIATION 
FROM UN CHARTER SECOND HALF OF SECOND SENTENCE. 

THE KEY UN CHARTER PHRASES WHICH ESTABLISH THE HIERARCHY 
OF IMPORTANCE AS BETWEEN QUALIFICATIONS AND GEOGRAPHIC 
ORIGIN REMAIN, I.E., FIRST SENTENCE CONTINUES TO BEGIN 
"THE PARAMOUNT CONSIDERATION" AND THE SECOND SENTENCE CON- 
TINUES TO BEGIN "DUE REGARD SHALL BE PAID". JAPANESE DELEGATE 
CONTINUED WITH ARGUMENT THT THE CONCRETE CRITERIA WHICH 
CONTROLS RECRUITMENT TO THE UN ARE NOT THOSE ESTABLISHED 
IN THE CHARTER (ANALOGOUSLY THE UNIDO CONSTITUTION) BUT 
THOSE ESTABLISHED BY THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY (UNGA) (ANALOGOUSLY 
THE UNIDO GENERAL CONFERENCE). HE POINTED OUT THAT THE 
PRESENT UNGA CRITERIA TO ESTABLISH THE RANGE OF DESIRABLE 
PERCENTAGES OF RECRUITMENT FOR EACH COUNTRY ARE (A) ASSESSED 
CONTRIBUTION— PRESENTLY WEIGHTED AT 70PERCENT-(B) SOVEREIGN 
EQUALITY-EQUAL NUMBERS FOR ALL CONTRIES AND (C) POPULA- 
TION. AKASHI EMPHASIZED THAT NO CONSTITUTIONAL WORDING COULD 
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SUBSTITUTE FOR HARD NEGOTIATING ON CRITERIA TO ESTABLISH 
RANGES IN UNIDO GENERAL CONFERENC YEAR IN AND YEAR OUT. 

6. FOUR GROUP B MEMBERS INDICATED DURING POLL THAT THEY 
WOULD STRONGLY PREFER EXACT UN CHARTER LANGUAGE: U.S., CANADA, 
FRG, AND NETHERLANDS. ONLY U.S. DEL STATED IT WAS UNDER 
INSTRUCTION TO MAKE FORMAL RESERVATION, BEYOND AD REFERENDUM 
NATURE OF ENTIRE CONSTITUTIONAL TEXT, IF CHARTER LANGUAGE 

WAS DEPARTED FROM. FOUR INSISTENT GROUP B MEMBERS MADE 
FOLLOWING RECOMMENDTATIONS TO MOST NEARLY PRESERVE UN CHARTER 
LANGUAGE INTENTION. U.S. DEL CONSIDERS THE FIRST TWO TO 
BEST EXPRESS THE INTENTION OF GROUP B GOVERNMENTS THAT THE SEC- 
RETARIAT COMPRISE THE BEST POSSIBLE PEOPLE IN THE FOLLOWING ORDER 
OF PREFERENCE: 

(A) "ON AS EQUITABLE A GEOGRAPHIC BASIS AS POSSIBLE" 

(B) "ON AS WIDE AND EQUITABLE GEORGRAPHIC DISTRICUTION" 

(C) " BASED ON EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION" 

MOST, IF NOT ALL, GROUP B MEMERS WOULD JOIN A GROUP B 
ATTEMPT TO ACHIEVE ONE OF THESE THREE ALTERNATIVES FOR 
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SECOND HALF OF SECOND SENTENCE. 

7. GIVEN THE SITUATION AS DESCRIBED ABOVE, AND GIEN NO 
CHANGE IN USG INSTRUCTIONS, US DEL WOULD PREDICT FINAL 
NEGOTIATION WILL EITHER BE AGREEMENT ON ABOVE G-77 PROPOSAL 
WITH A US RESERVATION, OR AGREEMENT ON FORMULATION (C) 

ABOVE WITH A U.S. RESERVATION. US DEL BELIEVES THAT A 

US RESERVATION ON AN OTHERWISE AGREED TEXT WILL OFFER A 
PRETEXT FOR REOPENING ISSUE AT PLENIPOTENTIARY MEETING. 

ON THE OTHER HAND, IT IS UNDERSTANDING OF US DEL THAT AT 
ANALOGOUS IFAD PLENIPOTENTIARY MEETING, THE ISSUE WAS 
OPENED EVEN WITHOUT THE PRETXT OF ANY RESERVATIONS. 

8. IN THE LIGHT OF USG POSITION OF LEADERSHIP WITHIN 
GROUP B, U.S. DEL BELIEVES ACCEPTANCE OF FORMULATION (B) 

BY G-77 MIGHT BE POSSIBLE IF USG LED THE FIGHT. US DEL 
BELIEVES FORMULATION (A) IS SUBSTANTIVELY EVEN BETTER 
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THAN UN CHARTER AND STANDS LITTLE CHANCE OF G-77 ACCEPTANCE. 
US DEL WOULD NOT RECOMMEND LIFTING OF U.S. RESERVATION ON 
FORMULATION (C). 

9. US DEL SEES DEPT. CHOICE AS BETWEEN AUTHORIZING U.S. 

DEL TO ENTER NEGOTIATIONS FOR FORMULATION (A) OR (B) 

ABOVE AND RETAINING RESERVATION IF THE NEGOTIATIONS FAIL 
OR STANDING PAT. ANY CHANGE IN INSTRUCTIONS TO BE USABLE 
SHOULD BE PHONED TO MISSION OR CONFERENCE SITE AND CONFIRMED 
BY SUBSEQUENT CABLE.STIBRAVY 
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
